Thank  you  very  much  for  your  Christmas  good  wishes  received  17  December  last. 

For  the  record,   it  was  I  who  owed  you  a  letter,   as  I  had  heard  from  you  just 
prior  to  my  leaving  for  the  East  last  June. 

You  will  have  been  advised  by  now,   of  the  death  of  Dean  Babcock,  which 
occurred  Friday  evening  3  December  1976.     Dean  had  suffered  a  seizure  the 
previous  Monday  while  attempting  to  put  a  new  motor  in  his  furnace  at  home 
and  his  widow  Laura  told  me  when  she  phoned  that  Saturday  morning  that 
he  suffered  much  pain  during  the  week.     My  wife  Mary  and  I  attended  the 
service  at  the  Chapel  of  the  Chimes  and  interment  in  Edmonton  Cemetery. 

It  goes  without  saying  that  I  will  miss  his  cheerful  presence  very  much  indeed; 
he  and  I  had  made  tentative  plans  for  a  trip  to  the  East  this  coming  summer, 
by  CNR.     I  expect  to  be  going  myself  probably  for  the  month  of  July  and  will 
go  by  CNR  as  far  as  Kingston  and  there  I  expect  to  rent  a  car  for  a  trip  down 
the  Mohawk  and  the  Hudson  and  across  from  the  Ossining/Bedf ord  area  to  the 
Lebanon  area  in  Connecticut  and  the  Springf ie ld/Nor th JHatRpton  area  of 
Massachuse  tts . 

While  in  Lebanon  last  July  researching  the  family  of  Capt  Seth  Wright 

I  discovered  that  he  had  drawn  sword,  as  a  Patriot  at  the  Lexington  Alarm 

and  that  he  was  considered  to  be  "one  of  Lebanon's  most  patriotic  and 

representative  citizens".     With  this  information  added  to  the  documentary 

proof  that  I  have  accumulated  concerning  my  direct  descent  from  Capt  Seth  Wright 

I  have  made  application  for  membership  as  a  "non-American-citizen"  in  the 

Sons  of  the  American  Revolution;  I  could  be  justifiably  as  proud  of  such 

membership  as  I  am  of  my  membership  in  the  United  Empire  Loyalists'  Association 

of  Canada.

My  application  has  already  been  recommended  and  "second-sponsored"  and  I 
have  been  advised  by  the  Society's  one-time  President  that  "there  should 
be  no  obstacle  to  its  moving  along  at  the  usual  slow  pace". 

As  a  matter  of  interest  I  noticed,  while  in  the  Old  Yard  Cemetery  at 
Lebanon  Crank  that  the  graves  of  Capt  Seth  Wright  and  of  one  of  his  sons, 
Charles,   and  one  of  his  sons-in-law,   Samuel  Barstow,   all  three  of  whom 
served  during  the  American  Revolution  with  the  American  Revolutionary 
Army,  had  not  been  decorated  with  miniature  American  flags  on  Memorial  Day 
as  many  others  in  the  cemetery  had,   so  I  have  written  to  the  committee  in 
charge  of  such  decorations  in  Columbia  to  ask  them  to  set  aright  this 
oversight. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  also  that  my  letter  from  the  past  President 
was  typed  on  stationery  of  the  Grand  Lodge  A. F.   and  A.M.   of  Connecticut, 
of  which  my  correspondent  James  R.   Case  is  the  Grand  Historian.     I  replied 
to  his  letter  telling  him  that  as  I  also  travel  to  the  East  my  next  trip 
in  that  direction  will  be  next  July. 

And  that,  dear  Doctor,  is  about  all  my  news  at  the  moment.  Mary  joins  me  in 
sending  New  Year's  good  wishes  to  both  you  and  your  good  wife.

Your  lotter  was  banded  to  me  at  our  last 
meeting,  inarch  12,  by  the  President,  with  the  request  that  I  reply  to  it. 
I,  in  turn,  have  been  slow  in  getting  around  to  it. 

It  would  be  a  very  fine  gesture  on  your  part 
to  furnish  the  Bay  of   iiinte  Branch  with  a  copy  of  your  genealogy  of  the 
Asselstine  family,  together  with  various  documents  having  to  do  with  thir 
family*  I  may  say  that  wo  have  a  fair  start  on  a  very  good  genealogical 
library.  A  number  of  items  have  been  donated  to  the  Branch  from  the  papers 
of  Mr.  lilkel,  ox-mayor  of  Belleville,  the  leading  spirit  in  the  U.  B.  L. 
reunion  in  Belleville  in  l°2k.  These  deal  with  a  dozen  or  more  loyalist 
faiidlies  scattered  across  the  country,  "fe  are  al:  o  leaking  purchases  of  rare 
books,  as  veil  as  accepting  and  soliciting  for  genealogical  material  which 
deal  with  Loyalists.
